HOW THE SECRET LEAKED OUT 



The resijrnntion of Sir Henry Canip- 
licll-1'.atinerman an<l (-oiisci|uenl dis- 
ruption of the British Cabinet, fol- 
lowed so rlosely by the appointment 
of Hon. Herbert .\s<iiiitli !is Premier, 
has set lielatid as well ;is l-liiy-laud 
by the ears. .V.sqnith is cold and u 
|M>or mixer, a man with few intimate 
friends, ond while he gave his 
tentative consent to the adoption of 
Hon. John G. Redmond's resolution 
favorin^r home rule for Irelan<l. it is 
knov\m that he is heartily opposed ti- 
ll. The editor of the Dundalk Dein >• 
ci-at. one of the le;idinp journals -if 
Ireland iiiid i>ut-and-oiit fiu- hom- 
i-ule. sjivs in his latest number: 

"It wxnild be idle to deny that tin 
result of the debate on' Mr- l!ed- 
iiiond's home rule motion wios u pro- 
found disoippointment to the people 
of this country. We had been led to 
believe that some pronouncement 
would ha\-e 'been elicited from the 
(iovernmetit as to their iiileiitions ill 
the matti-i- of Inuue rule. Their sym- 
pathy and i/ooil will and their 'firm 
convictions' we had been as.-iired of 
over and over u^ain, and Ireland 
looked for— and -had a right to look 
for— some definite -undertaking that 
the Government would be prepared to 
carry ithelr convictions into pnu-ti -al 
effect. Instead of that we have bee" 
reassnre<l f)f .Mr. llirrell's firm emi 
>ii-tioiis. wc liavi- hci-ii tiild hy \l i-. 
\-(|nitli tli.-it Im- Iio|ii-- -cvuh- il.iv l'ii'_- 
land iiia.v recoKiiizf' the value, as an 
Imperial asset, of ;i self-f.>-overui^iL: 
Irtdainl; but that the Liberals are 
neither goitig to introduce a hom<> 
i-nle bill nor prepared to make honi--? 
rule a prominent plank in their gen- 
t-i-al election platform. Nothing co>ild 
<ie more nnsntlsfactory. Of con -s-j 
the Liberals voted for Mr. Itedmond'i.- 
residiitioii a- a pious and harinh's- 
c\|ii'cssicin cif tli.-it "sx in p:il I ■ "■ of 
uiiicli till- |icoplc (if ihls country lunc 
i."- row 11 pardonably tired. I'.nt wliii' 
Irchind wants is the fulfillment of 
Liberal pledges or at least a definit ■ 
liromise of an early fulfillment. If the 
leaders of that party will not replae • 
home rnle in "tne {xisitiim in which 
liladstfuic li ft it wi- shoulil think it 
the dut\ ni' till' Irish party to 
retaliiite in I'arliainciit and in the 
const it uciK-ic- al tin- vat-iinis li\<--clcc- 
lioiis ami al the ;j-ciicral election.
